CLASS  OF  '47  MAKES  BRILLIANT 

COLLEGE  ADMISSIONS  RECORD 


NEW  CLASSROOM,  SCIENCE 

BUILDING  GIVEN  SCHOOL 


The  Academy's  class  of  1947  achieved  an 
outstanding  record  for  college  admission. 
Of  68  members  of  the  class,  63  made  appli- 
cations to  college  and  60  were  actually  ac- 
cepted. These  results  are  the  more  remark- 
able because  at  this  time  the  pressure  of 
G.  I.  and  normal  applications  for  entrance 
is  placing  an  unprecedented  strain  on  col- 
leges and  universities  throughout  the  coun- 
try. 

The  distribution  of  last  year's  class  among 
colleges  follows.  Most  of  these  colleges  now 
require  C.E.E.B.  examinations.

MR.  STONE  NAMED  REGISTRAR 


Mr.  Benjamin  J.  Stone,  head  of  the  mathe- 
matics department,  has  recently  been  ap- 
pointed Registrar.  He  will  also  assist  Mr. 
Eames  in  admissions  work.  Although  his 
schedule  of  teaching  has  been  lightened,  he 
will  continue  to  be  head  of  the  mathematics 
department. 


At  the  Commencement  Dinner  on  Friday, 
May  30,  Mr.  Eames  announced  the  gift  of  a 
new  classroom  and  science  building.  The 
donor  wishes  to  have  his  name  withheld  for 
the  present. 

This  building,  which  will  be  constructed 
as  soon  as  building  conditions  are  favorable, 
will  contain  sufficient  classrooms  for  the 
entire  student  body,  a  large  study  hall,  a 
new  library  large  enough  for  the  present 
school,  as  well  as  separate  laboratories  for 
physics,  chemistry  and  biology. 

This  is  the  largest  single  gift  which  the 
school  has  ever  received.  It  is  the  donor's 
expressed  intention  to  make  his  gift  com- 
plete; that  is,  to  include  not  only  the  cost  of 
actual  construction,  but  also  grading,  land- 
scaping, and  all  contents,  furnishings  and 
equipment. 

In  addition  to  this  new  classroom  and 
science  building,  Governor  Dummer  has  re- 
cently conducted  a  successful  campaign  for 
funds  to  build  a  new  gymnasium  in  honor  of 
its  graduates  who  fought  during  the  Second 
World  War. 


ACADEMY  AGAIN  CROWDED 

AS  NEW  SCHOOL  YEAR  OPENS 


Governor  Dummer  opened  its  185th  con- 
secutive year  on  Wednesday,  September  17, 
with  an  enrollment  of  206  boys.  Because  of 
the  great  number  of  well-qualified  appli- 
cants, every  room  was  filled  and  many  can- 
didates had  to  be  refused  admission. 

This  year  nineteen  states  are  represented 
on  the  Academy's  roster  and,  as  usual,  a 
large  proportion  of  the  resident  students 
come  from  outside  New  England.  There  are 
twenty-five  boys  from  New  York,  eleven 
each  from  Connecticut  and  New  Jersey, 
nine  from  Maine,  seven  from  Ohio,  six  each 
from  New  Hampshire  and  Illinois,  four  from 
Pennsylvania,  four  from  Texas,  and  two 
each  from  California,  Indiana,  Michigan, 
and  Rhode  Island.  Also  represented  are 
Kentucky,  Missouri,  Oklahoma,  Vermont 
and_Virginia.

SPONSORED  BY  ACADEMY 


GOVERNORS  PLAN  FIRST 

CONCERT  WITH  WINSOR 


Governor  Dummer  inaugurated  this  fall 
a  new  course  in  Public  Speaking  which  is 
required  for  all  seniors.  Mr.  Arthur  W. 
Sager,  head  football  coach  and  director  of 
the  Glee  Club,  brings  to  this  course  his  own 
experience  in  public  speaking  and  special 
up-to-the-minute  methods  of  instruction 
which  he  has  recently  studied. 

Emphasis  is  placed  upon  self-confidence, 
poise  before  an  audience,  ability  to  think 
clearly,  and  expression  of  ideas  in  the  most 
effective  manner.  The  senior  class  has  been 
divided  into  four  sections,  each  of  which  has 
one  forty-five  minute  class  period  per  week. 
Every  boy  has  frequent  opportunities  to 
speak  to  his  classmates  on  subjects  of  per- 
sonal or  general  interest.  Much  of  the  re- 
quired speaking  is  extemporaneous,  and  even 
prepared  talks  must  be  given  without  the 
help  of  notes.  Not  only  does  the  speaker 
himself  profit;  his  classmates  improve  their 
speaking  ability  by  noting  his  mistakes  and, 
at  the  same  time,  they  learn  to  listen  atten- 
tively. 


On  Saturday,  December  13,  the  Governor 
Dummer  Academy  Glee  Club  will  present 
its  first  concert  with  the  Winsor  School 
Glee  Club  at  the  Winsor  School  in  Brook- 
line.  The  Winsor  School  singers  were  the 
guests  of  the  Academy  at  a  combined  con- 
cert given  in  Lang  Gymnasium  at  Christ- 
mas time  last  year. 

Symphony  Hall  Concert  To  Be 
Resumed  This  Year 

The  annual  Symphony  Hall  concert,  can- 
celled last  year  because  of  a  conflict  in  dates 
with  the  College  Board  examinations,  will  be 
resumed  next  spring.  This  concert  is  pre- 
sented by  the  combined  glee  clubs  of  Dana 
Hall,  Walnut  Hill  School,  Beaver  Country 
Day  School,  Phillips  Exeter  Academy, 
Phillips  Academy  (Andover),  Milton  Acade- 
my, and  Governor  Dummer  Academy.

ROBERT  FROST 
Pulitzer  Prize  Poet  Who  Spoke  to  School  Recently 


ROBERT  FROST,  NOTED  POET, 

READS  POEMS  TO  SCHOOL 


Robert  Frost,  four  times  winner  of  the 
Pulitzer  Prize  for  poetry,  spoke  to  students, 
faculty,  and  friends  of  the  Academy  at  a 
special  evening  meeting  in  the  Cobb  Room 
of  the  Phillips  Building  on  October  10. 

Mr.  Frost  first  discussed  briefly,  in  whim- 
sical vein,  the  difficulties  which  a  beginner 
encounters  in  understanding  poetry.  He  then 
read  from  his  own  works,  including  the  well- 
known  poems  "Stopping  By  Woods  on  a 
Snowy  Evening",  "Mending  Wall",  "Birch- 
es", "The  Runaway",  "The  Road  Not 
Taken",  and  "Fire  and  Ice",  and  more 
recent  and  less  familiar  poems  such  as 
"Departmental." 

The  poet  was  accompanied  on  his  visit  to 
the  school  by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Theodore  Mor- 
rison, parents  of  Bob  Morrison  who  is  now 
a  member  of  the  junior  class  here.  Dr.  Mor- 
rison is  a  member  of  the  English  depart- 
ment at  Harvard  University,  and  Mrs. 
Morrison  acts  as  personal  secretary  to  Mr. 
Frost. 


On  Saturday,  October  18,  the  Academy 
played  host  to  fathers  and  mothers  of  stu- 
dents in  observance  of  its  first  Parents'  Day. 
The  celebration  was  intended  to  provide  an 
opportunity  for  parents  to  meet  the  members 
of  the  faculty  and  each  other  and  to  become 
more  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  school. 

The  day's  program  opened  at  1:00  p.  m. 
with  three  athletic  events:  the  varsity  soccer 
team  played  Milton  Academy's  varsity  on 
Whipple  Field  while  the  J.V.  squads  met  on 
another  part  of  the  same  field,  and  the  'C 
squad  football  team  played  Belmont  Hill 
School  on  Morse  Field.  At  2:30  the  varsity 
football  team  encountered  Milton  Academy 
in  their  annual  tilt.  After  this  gridiron  event 
an  informal  reception  was  held  in  the  Cobb 
Room  of  the  Phillips  Building  with  a  large 
gathering  of  Milton  and  Governor  Dummer 
parents  in  attendance. 

A  dinner  for  the  visiting  parents  and 
faculty  was  served  in  the  dining  room  at 
6:15  and  after-dinner  coffee  followed.  Dr. 
J.  Roswell  Gallagher,  director  of  the  medical 
program  at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  and 
father  of  Jack  Gallagher,  now  a  sophomore 
here,  spoke  informally  at  this  time.  With 
the  aid  of  national  grants  for  research,  Dr. 
Gallagher  has  recently  conducted  the  most 
exhaustive  research  ever  made  into  the  sub- 
ject of  the  adolescent  boy,  and  he  spoke 
about  his  findings  in  the  course  of  this  in- 
vestigation. 

Another  parent,  Mr.  Philip  M.  Morgan, 
whose  two  sons  are  recent  graduates  of  the 
school,  also  addressed  the  meeting  briefly. 
Mr.  Morgan  who  has  served  for  many 
years  as  chairman  of  the  Community  Chest 
in  Worcester,  is  now  a  trustee  of  Governor 
Dummer. 

Mr.  Sager  gave  a  short  talk  explaining 
the  nature  and  purpose  of  his  new  course 
in  Public  Speaking  which  the  Academy  is 
requiring  of  all  seniors  this  year. 

The  speakers  were  introduced  by  Mr. 
Eames  who  also  extended  the  school's  greet- 
ings to  the  visiting  parents  and  discussed 
briefly  current  trends  in  college  admissions. 

The  athletic  teams  did  full  justice  to  the 
first  observance  of  Parents'  Day.  On  Whipple 
Field  the  Red  and  White  varsity  defeated 
the  Milton  varsity  in  soccer  by  a  4-2  score. 
On  the  Morse  Field  gridiron,  the  Governors' 
eleven  made  history  by  upsetting  Milton's 
team  26-0.

Reproduced  above  is  a  portion  of  the  last  page  of  the  United  States  Constitution  showing  the  signatures  of 
the  deputies  to  the  Constitutional  Convention.  Governor  Dummer's  share  in  our  heritage  of  freedom  is  symbolized 
by  the  names  of  Nathaniel  Gorham  and  Rufus  King,  both  graduates  of  this  school,  inscribed  here  as  the  only 
signers  from  the  state  of  Massachusetts.

ENTIRE  SCHOOL  MAKES  TRIP  TO 
FREEDOM  TRAIN  IN  HAVERHILL 


On  Wednesday,  October  22,  the  entire 
school  went  to  Haverhill  to  see  the  'Free- 
dom Train'.  Prior  to  this  trip,  the  boys  had 
learned  something  of  the  train  and  its  pre- 
cious cargo  from  talks  given  at  evening 
meeting  by  Mr.  Livingston  and  Mr.  Wither- 
spoon,  of  the  Academy's  history  depart- 
ment, and  by  Stuart  Otis,  a  member  of  Mr. 
Sager's  public  speaking  course. 

The  'Freedom  Train'  was  conceived  by 
United  States  Attorney  Tom  Clark  to  "re- 
create awareness  of  our  heritage"  and  to 
"arouse  interest  in  safeguarding  and  im- 
proving the  elements  of  our  democracy." 
In  its  three  specially  constructed  cars  are 
exhibited  such  milestones  on  our  nation's 
march  to  freedom  as  the  Mayflower  Com- 
pact, published  in  John  Mourt's  '''Relation 
of  1 622";  a  manuscript  copy  of  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence  signed  by  Benjamin 
Franklin    and     Silas    Deane;    an    original 


edition  of  Thomas  Paine's  "Common  Sense"; 
George  Washington's  copy  of  the  Constitu- 
tion; the  original  draft  of  the  "Star  Spangled 
Banner";  and  Lincoln's  own  draft  of  the 
Emancipation  Proclamation. 

Conceived  and  founded  on  the  very  eve  of 
the  Revolution,  Governor  Dummer  has  long 
symbolized  the  American  tradition  of  sound 
education  to  insure  freedom  from  ignorance. 
Its  students  have  fought  in  every  major 
war  by  which  our  nation  has  won  and  main- 
tained its  independence.  In  the  councils  of 
peace  they  have  also  played  their  part;  two 
of  them,  Nathaniel  Gorham  and  Rufus 
King,  were  the  only  deputies  from  Massa- 
chusetts to  sign  the  Constitution.  (See  cut 
above). 

This  Academy  and  others  like  it  are  a  part 
of  that  great  heritage  to  which  the  tour  of 
the  'Freedom  Train'  is  dedicated.  The  Little 
Red  Schoolhouse,  in  which  Master  Moody 
began  this  country's  first  boarding  school  in 
1763,  might  well  take  its  place  among  the 
exhibits. 
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FIVE  NEW  FACULTY  MEMBERS 

APPOINTED  BY  HEADMASTER 


HEADMASTER'S  CALENDAR 


Five  new  members  have  joined  the 
Academy's  faculty  this  fall.  Mr.  H.  Richards 
Livingston,  new  head  of  the  history  depart- 
ment, graduated  from  Hope  College  in 
Holland,  Michigan,  and  did  graduate  work 
at  Ohio  State  University  and  at  New  York 
University.  In  1940  he  held  a  teaching 
fellowship  at  the  College  of  William  and 
Mary  in  Williamsburg,  Virginia,  and  since 
that  time  he  has  held  teaching  positions  at 
the  Peekskill  Military  Academy  and  at 
Westminster  College  in  Fulton,  Missouri. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Livingston  are  now  living  in 
Rowley  near  the  Academy. 

Mr.  Livingston  succeeds  Mr.  Howard  R. 
Emery  as  head  of  the  history  department. 
Mr.  Emery  has  joined  the  faculty  of  the 
Lawrenceville  School. 

Mr.  John  J.  Witherspoon  attended  the 
Choate  School  in  Wallingford,  Connecticut, 
and  then  went  to  Harvard  where  he  became 
an  All-American  lacrosse  player.  After 
graduation  from  Harvard  he  attended  the 
Harvard  Law  School  and  began  the  practice 
of  law  in  Pittsburgh.  During  the  war  he 
joined  the  F.B.I.  Here  he  will  teach  civics 
and  European  history  and  will  coach  C- 
squad  football.  He  and  Mrs.  Witherspoon 
are  living  at  Glen  Mills,  Rowley. 

Mr.  Frederic  B.  Withington,  Jr.  graduated 
from  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  in  1941  and 
from  Harvard  College  in  1947.  During  the 
war  he  served  for  three  years  as  an  officer 
in  the  Army  Air  Force,  saw  action  over 
Europe,  and  was  awarded  the  Dstinguished 
Flying  Cross.  Here  he  is  teaching*  mathe- 
matics, coaching  football,  and  acting  as 
corridor  master  of  the  second  floor  of  Ing- 
ham House. 

Mr.  Withington  succeeds  Mr.  C.  Nelson 
Corey  as  a  member  of  the  Academy's 
mathematics  department.  Mr.  Corey  has 
been  appointed  to  the  faculty  of  the  Maine 
Central  Institute  where  he  will  teach 
Mathematics  and  act  as  head  coach  of  foot- 
ball. 

Mr.  John  W.  Ragle  attended  the  Shady 
Hill  School  in  Cambridge  and  the  University 
of  Chicago  from  which  he  graduated  in  1945. 
He  then  did  graduate  work  in  English  at 
Harvard.  Here  he  is  teaching  English  II  and 
French  A,  coaches  Pony  football,  and  is  in 
charge  of  the  third  floor  of  Peirce  Hall. 

Mr.  Kenneth  E.  Brown  graduated  from

WILLIAM  D.  SPRAGUE  DIES 


Mr.  William  D.  Sprague,  headmaster  of 
Governor  Dummer  Academy  from  1904  to 
1906  and  principal  of  Melrose  High  School 
from  1919  to  1942,  died  at  his  home  near 
the  Academy  in  August.  He  was  seventy- 
five  years  old. 

Mr.  Sprague  was  born  in  Boston  and 
graduated  from  Harvard  in  1894.  He  served 
as  president  of  the  Massachusetts  High 
School  Principals'  Association  and  of  the 
Massachusetts  High  School  Athletic  As- 
sociation. After  his  retirement  from  the 
Melrose  school  five  years  ago  he  returned  to 
live  in  Rowley.  During  the  war  he  resumed 
various  duties  at  the  Academy  for  a  short 
period.  His  death  came  one  month  after  that 
of  his  wife,  Caroline.

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EDITORIAL 

We  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  record 
made  by  last  year's  class  in  college  admis- 
sion. Sixty-three  members  applied  for  en- 
trance and  sixty  of  these  were  accepted, 
most  of  them  by  colleges  requiring  C.E.E.B. 
Examinations.  This  is  a  very  high  percent- 
age. 

College  entrance  has  been  a  serious  prob- 
lem to  all  classes  graduating  since  the  end 
of  the  war.  The  pressure  created  on  our  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning  by  students  re- 
turning after  periods  of  service,  by  appli- 
cants under  the  G.  I.  'Bill  of  Rights',  and  by 
the  normal  applications  from  preparatory 
schools  has  made  it  impossible  for  many 
promising  students  to  enter  the  ivy-clad 
halls.  Nor  is  the  end  of  this  situation  in 
sight.    The    competition    for    admission    to 


college  will  be  as  keen  next  year  as  it  has 
been  this  year. 

This  fall  it  is  a  good  idea,  perhaps,  to 
consider  just  what  made  possible  the  ex- 
cellent record  achieved  by  the  class  of  '47. 
Governor  Dummer's  long  tradition  of  solid 
college  preparation  helped  them  and  they 
profited  also  by  the  earnest  efforts  of  faculty 
and  administration  to  prepare  them  thor- 
oughly and  to  help  them  in  making  their 
choice  of  colleges.  The  greatest  credit,  how- 
ever, must  go  to  the  boys  themselves.  They 
recognized  the  difficulties  that  faced  them 
at  the  beginning  of  last  year,  or  perhaps 
even  earlier,  and  by  doing  their  very  best, 
they  were  able  to  overcome  these  difficulties. 
Here  lies  the  lesson  for  us  who  must  still 
make  the  grade.  No  amount  of  effort  on 
anyone  else's  part  can  open  college  doors  to 
us  if  we  do  not  make  the  most  of  our  own 
opportunities.  We  have  before  us  the  same 
problem  that  faced  the  class  of  '47,  and  we 
have  at  our  disposal  the  same  great  ad- 
vantages. It  is  up  to  us. 

The  senior  class  this  year  is  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  the  school.  Thus  it  has  one 
record  to  its  credit  already.  Another  one 
well  worthy  of  the  effort  would  be  to  surpass 
the  achievement  of  last  year's  class  in  the 
number  of  members  accepted  by  colleges.

On  Morse  Eield,  October  18,  completely 
stopping  Milton  Academy's  attack,  the 
Governors  ran  up  a  26-0  score  to  hand  the 
visitors  their  first  loss  in  three  games  and 
their  first  defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  Red  and 
White  team.  From  whistle  to  whistle  the 
home  team  played  superb  ball,  and  showed 
tremendous  fight  and  spirit. 

The  two  teams  played  a  scoreless  first 
period,  but  Milton  was  kept  in  its  own  terri- 
tory throughout  this  stanza.
